Pipe major Keith Youldon, of 
Braywick Road, who served with 
the RAF and fought in Egypt 
and Cyprus, said: “We are very 
proud to be part of the day, 
remembering old heroes who did 
not survive.” 

The Battle of Britain was 
fought in the summer and 
autumn of 1940. Against over- 
whelming odds, the RAF defeat- 
ed the German Luftwaffe, saving 
the nation from invasion. 

The pilots were known as The 
Few after Churchill’s speech in 
which he said: “Never was so 
much owed senate so many to so few.”
